1890

To thf Honorable Board nf School Tni»- 


tees—GENTLEMEN:—I herewith respect- 
fully submit ray report of the public 
schools of Reno for the month ending 
January 25,1895: 


There was a marked improvement in 


tbe attendance for January. It was 
575—larger than for any preceding 
month in the history of our schools. 
With pleasant weather toward! spring 
we shall buve in attendance, if we re- 
ceive them, 600 pupils. We have now 
over 41 pupils to the teacher, with 
many out. Misses Joy and Loder each 
have ever 50 pupils, and several others 
have nearly 50 each. 


This attendance in the large cities, 


and iu smaller places cramped for 
school funds, is quite common. But 
well posted people everywhere realize 
that real good work cannot be done 
even by extra teachers, with over 40 
pupils per room, while many bold that 
Lhere should not be under one teacher 
more than 35, preferably 25 as now re- 
quired in parts of Germany. 


With our school population, gradu-
